Rosemont residents, protesting 
the construction of a public school 
in that section, pulled a surprise 
move this week by offering more 
money for the land than the bid 
of the Lower Merion School 
Board. 

The Lower Merion School 
Board through its real estate 
agent. A. D. Warnock, agreed to 
pay $30,000 for the 17-acre school 
site and made a deposit on Feb- 
ruary 15 to clinch the sale. With 
the money pledged by the more 
interested members of the Rose- 
mont group an offer of S32.000 has 
been made for the property. 
Residents Pledge Money 

Albert Ward, attorney for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
Rosemont group, said Tuesday if 
thev succeeded in buying the 
property it would become a firs; 
class residential development. 
Such a development, he said, 
would be "an asset to the whole 
community.'' 

"We are satisfied,"' Attorney 
Ward said, "that the purchase of 
this land and the construction of 
a school would be just a waste of 
taxpayers' money when the Bryn 
Mawr and Gladwyne schools arc 
adequate to absorb all the pupils 
in that section of the Township. 

"We believe this is a time to 
conserve money not to spend it. If 
we thought this building was 
needed we would be the last: ones 
to oppose it

"We are not anxious to become 
embroiled. . in a. fight wi'h the 
School Board because we think 
thev are trying to do their duty 
as they see it. This is only an hon- 
est difference of opinion. 

"At hearings before the School 
Board we believe we were cut 
short on some of our testimony 
while, on the other hand, we might 
have gotten out of bounds on sev- 
eral occasions." 

Frank H. Jackson, insurance 
broker, who lives on Beech Rd.. 
Rosemont. pointed out that a real 
estate development would mean 
more tax money in the Lower Mer- 
ion treasury. School property, he 
pointed out. is exempt from taxes. 

Jackson reiterated Ward's state- 
ment that the group had no desire 
to continue a running fight witli 
the School Board. 

The controversy over the pur- 
chase of the land was apparently 
over March 19 when after giving 
Rosemont residents their third 
hearing the School Board decided 
to go ahead and purchase the 
land.

Bill to Fix Misallotment of Tax Fund; 
L. M. Profited at Haverf ord's Expense 

Evils of the misallotment of the tax on foreign fire insurance 
companies will be corrected if a bill introduced in the State Senate 
last week is passed. 

Under the present system Lower Merion Township is believed to 
have profited at the expense of Haverford Township because post 
offices located in Lower Merion serve parts of Haverford. It has been 
on the basis of the post offlOB address that the insurance fund has 
been misalloted. 

The new bill figures the allotment on a per capita basis. In the 
State for the biennium of 1941-43 the tax on policies written by for- 
eign (out-of-the-state> fire insurance companies amounted to $2.- 
366.117.69 and the population reported for the Commonwealth in 1940 
was 9,900.180. Making tU;> necessary division would result in per 
capita allotment of a lillle less than 24 cents for every person. Mul- 
tiplying this by the Township's population at that time— 27,594— 
wotild have given the local relief association the $6,622.56 to which 
officials think that it was entitled. 

Deputy State Insurance Commissioner Alexander admitted at the 
hearing thai the tax fund had been misalloted over since it was es- 
tablished. He contended that department officials were powerless to 
do anything because all they had to go on was the address written 
on the policy.^

Peter Hess Is Still 
A Candidate But 
Kline Is Out 



Among the three candidates 
seeking the office of Lower Merion 
Township treasurer there was one 
casualty this week. 

With the final .date for filing 
nomination petitions only ten 
days away.

This is the third article in a 
series written by S. Edward 
Moore, parliamentarian of the 
House of Represent atives. de- 
scribiriE the procedure by which 
a bill introduced into the Gen- 
eral Assembly is 'enacted into 
law. 

Previous articles described the 
preparation and introduction of 
bills and their consideration by 
committees. This a.rticle describ- 
es the votinc on proposed meas- 
ures. 

The Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania renuires that each bill shall 
b"? read at. leneth on three dif- 
ferent ria'ys in both the Senate and 
the House. 

Having been a creed to 'on first 
readine by the House, it is ad- 
vanced to the calendar of bills on 
second readme. A bill on second 
reading is considered by sections. 
This is the time and the place for 
the members to propose amend- 
ments to the bill from the floor 
of the House, but they must be 
germane to the subject of the bill. 
When the bill is gone through -with 
and agreed to by the House, it is 
order transcribed for third reading 
(which means re-printing, if it 
has been further amended). 

The next stop is agreeing to the 
bill on the third reading, after 
which its merits may be debated. 
At the conclusion of debate the 
roll is called and if a constitution- 
al majority rotes tor it. the bill 
passes the House finally. One hun- 
dred and five votes is a constitu- 
tional majority in the House and 
26 votes in the Senate. 
It Is then sent to the Senate, 



referred to a standing committee 

and follows precisely the same 

course in the Senate as it went 

through in the House.

! Should the House refuse to agree 
'to the amendments made by the 
[Senate, the bill usually goes to a

i out if possible.

NO NEED FOR PESSIMISM ABOUT FOOD SUPPLY 

"I hope no one will be misled about the food situation," says War 
Food Administrator Marvin Jones. "No one has gone hungry in this 
country. No one is going hungry. In 1943 the American farmers pro- 
duced 32 per cent more food than this or any other nation ever pro- 
duced before the war. In 1944 they upped this by 5 per cent, making a 
record increase of 37 per Cent above prewar production. This record 
was 'made in spite of the handicaps of war. This year the farmers 
themselves set goals that call for an even greater crop acreage. Our 
armed forces will continue to be well-fed. We will continue to help our 
fighting allies. Our own people will continue to have plenty of good, 
wholesome food, and we will contribute our share to the relief of starv- 
ing people, even if it means a new hitch in pur"belts. This is a prac- 
ticial matter and a part of the war itself. Anyone who sells the Ameri- 
can farmer short makes a mistake." 

NEW CHEMICAL TREATMENT 

Scientists of the U. S. Department of Agriculture have developed 
a method by which farmers and other users of wood-lot trees can 
introduce chemicals into the sap stream of the wood to increase the 
length of service of fence posts, bean poles, garden stakes and other 
utility poles. The fresh-cut saplings are simply allowed to stand in a 
wooden tub or trough containing the right amount of chemical in 
solution for a period of about six hours or until they have taken up 
the required amount of chemical. Chemicals recommended include 
chromated zinc chloride, zinc chloride, and copper sulfate (bluestone), 
of which the chromated zinc chloride is the best. The chromated zinc 
chloride is twice as expensive as zinc chloride or copper sulfate, but 
it protects the wood longer and is also less corrosive to wire staples 
than copper sulfate. One pound of either of the chemicals dissolved in 
a half gallon of water will treat one cubic foot of wood, or the equiva- 
lent of a sapling which measures about four inches at the base and 
U about 30 feet tall. All of the recommended chemicals are poison- 
ous and should be kept out of reach of children, pets and livestock. 
None of them should be stored in metal containers. Because copper 
sulfate is corrosive, it must not be used in metal tubs or troughs. 
PROGRAM TO PROVIDE LONGER WEAR FOR SHOES 

WPB announces an intensified program for the conservation of 
shoe leather and for sole leather treatment to provide longer wear. 
The sole treatment program; which has received wide support from 
the shoe manufacturers, will be extended to retailers and consumers in 
order to assure their understanding and cooperation. Shoe retailers 
and salesmen, as well as the public, will be informed of the extra value 
of shoes with soles treated with oil, wax or equivalent materials. Tests 
have shown that treatment prolongs the life of shoe soles substanti- 
ally. The program will cover all types of shoes adaptable to sole leather 
treatment, since stress previously had been placed largely on men's 
work and dress shoes. Methods of treatment of women's shoe soles for 
use in the cemented type of women's shoes are the subject of research 
in the conservation program, and important results are expected , 
WPB said. 

POLICY ON CHURCH MEETINGS 

The policy of the War Committee on Conventions on Church 
meetings and religious gatherings is explained in a letter from the 
Committee to the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, 
the Office of Defense Transportation announced. No permit is re- 
quired for the holding of any meeting for religious worship or for 
ecclesiastical ceremony, the Committee stated. No permit is required 
for any commuting zone, or, in the case of rural communities, from be- 
yond the normal trading area of the locality in which the meeting is 
held. The committee said application must be made for permission to 
hold other types of church meetings. 

Meetings of auxiliary groups such as women's organizations, youth 
groups and missionary societies held concurrently with a church leg- 
islative conference require separate applications for a permit. Meetings 
of missionary societies, organizations of laymen, and for ministers' 
conferences, youth group meetings and various other church auxiliary 
bodies. The policy of the committee is to deny such permits. ^ 

Church camps and Summer assemblies following the normal va- 
cation pattern do not require a permit. But any convention or meeting 
held at a camp or Summer assembly ground does require a permit. 

VETERANS URGED TO USE RECRUITMENT FACILITIES 

Disabled veterans are urged by WMC to take advantage of the 
inter-regional recruitment facilities offered by the U. S. Employment 
Service, thereby avoiding traveling great distances to find work only 
to learn that no suitable jobs are available in a given locality. Reports 
reaching the Veterans Employment Service of USES have shown that 
veterans attracted by 'help wanted" advertisements in other localities 
have discovered that the work is not permanent or is only for a few 
days a week. WMC also pointed out that in a number of cases no 
housing has been available, and veterans have been forced to leave 
their families behind. Although veterans are not subject to job con- 
trols, USES is concerned about their future jobs and has provided a 
job counseling program and a system of selective placement, in addi- 
tion to which the regular inter-regional recruitment program_provides 
material assistance, officials stated. When a community is overcrowd- 
ed and work prospects are poor, USES can suggest alternative places 
to which veterans may go and be certain of maximum employment 
opportunities, WMC said.

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JUNE PRIMARY MAY BE 
A TEST F OR OUR B OROUGH 

The coming June primary will be a test of more 
things than the election of candidates to Narberth Bor- 
ough office. 

It will be a test of whether the people of Narberth 
want their politics controlled by a small group of politi-" 
cians who, because of the jobs they hold or the power 
they wield, want to perpetuate themselves indefinitely. 

Being a politician is no crime and being an officer 
holder may be as honorable a way of making a living as 
any other. But the combination may become detrimental 
to politicial and public welfare when it seeks to dominate 
a community. 

Narberth, since its incorporation as a borough, which 
harks back to the days of Fletcher Stites, has maintained 
a tradition of independence which has been a shining 
example to the township of Lower Merion which sur- 
rounds it. It has been small in geography and limited in 
municipal means, but it has been happy in humble inde- 
pendence. That can mean a lot to a community as well 
as to an individual. 

With this background, reaction to a recent caucus 
of 20 organization Republican's seems as natural in Nar- 
berth as the arrival of Spring with its robins and green 
blades of grass. 

Meetings of political groups have been held in Nar- 
berth in the past. But these meetings have been spon- 
taneous, and there has been no attempt to put the Bor- 
ough's politics on an assembly line basis. 

Perhaps, the Narberth Borough Republican organ- 
ization made some good selections at the caucus they held 
in the Boy Scout Room. Perhaps, we would agree with 
them that the men they endorsed would be excellent ad- 
ministrators of the Borough's affairs, But the way it was 
done doesn't seqm quite in keeping with Narberth's 
traditions. It smacks too much of big-city politics. 

If a meeting must be held to discuss candidates it 
should be a town meeting and everyone in the Borough 
should have an opportunity to express his or her opinion 
and cast a pre-primary vote. 

Another point, Republican committeemen and 
women are playing a dominant and factional role in the 
affairs of the party. According to' Montgomery County 
Republican Party rules committee men and women are 
elected to serve all Republicans and all factions in the 
party. They are not delegated by reason of the influential 
position they hold to exercise unbridled authority. They 
are elected to fight Democrats, not to fight other factions 
within the party.

bath Hammond and Hess remain 
in the race. 

Kline drew four votes when 
Lower Merion's 38 Republican, 
committee men. and women met 
on March 13 and endorsed Ham- 
mond for the party nomination.

Lower Merion Wins 
State Gym Crown 

Rossi Elected Captain 
After SettingRecord 
In Rope Climb. 



With the basketball team tak- 
ing a back seat for the first time 
in many years, it remained for 
Lower Merion High School's gym- 
nastic team to keep the school's 
name before the public in state- 
wide competition. 

Led by a record breaking per- 
formance of Joe Rossi, who was 
elected captain after the meet, 
Lower Merion carried off the un- 
official state gym title in the PIAA 
tournament at Penn State last 
Saturday.

4.4 sec- 
onds for the 18-foot climb and he 
also captured first place in the 
side horse, with Mickey Poole, L.

Bill Bernard, Lower Merion. was 
second in the parallel bars, while 
Bob Hughes, another Merionite, 
placed fourth.

was Coatesville's only defeat in its 
last 11 games. 

Coatesville previously won the 
title in 1940. It was the second de- 



Line Basketball League champion- feat for Narberth in championship 
ship by. winning the post-season 
series in remarkably short order, 4 
games to one. 

The Coatesville passers took the 
crucial fourth game from the bor- 
ough Legion team. 49-46. at Bala- 
Cynwyd Junior High School last 
Wednesday and then won as ex- 
pected in the fifth game at Coates- 
ville Friday night, 49-39. 

Don Mark ward, rangy, veteran 
Coatesville forward who was voted 
the league's most valuable player 
during the regular season, wiped 
out two records set by the famous 
Joev Schaaf, of Penn Wynne, in 
1935. Markward tallied 35 field 
goals in the series, 10 more than 
Schaaf was able to score 10 years 
ago, and the Coatesville star's five- 
game total of 89 points was 30 
more than the series mark. 

Markward also bettered the ser- 
ies record for foul goals when he 
converted 19, but Bill Law, Nar- 
berth center, had 20 conversions 
and gets his name in the record 
books for this achievement. The 
old mark for foul goals was 15. set 
by Penn Wynne's Al Bonniwell in 
1937. 

Coatesville's 62-47 victory in the 
opening series game was a record 
high score for one team and the 
combined total score of 109 set a 
new mark for one game. The Luk- 
ens team's sensational 29-point 
spurt in the final quarter of the 
third game was a new mark for 
points in one quarter, erasing the 
standard of 22 sat by Brookline in 
1938. 

Coatesville wiped out its own 
series record of 177 points (1940) 
when it rolled up 251 points in the 
five game and its team total of 
101 field goals netted another 
mark. Narberth's 63 foul conver- 
sions accounted for another team 
record. 

Paid attendance was also higher 
than in any previous series as was 
the cut (60-40) to the winning and 
losing teams. 

Coatesville'a drive' to the cham- 
pionship was a brilliant achieve- 
ment for a club which spent a brief 
part of the early season in the 
cellar. Narberth, with by far the 
stronger team on paper, led the 
league throughout the regular sea- 
son, but after threatening to out- 
class the other four teams the bor- 
ough lost its fine edge about mid- 
season and never was able to re- 
gain it while Coatesville came 
along strong at the finish. 

Lukens won its last four games 
of the regular season and by tak- 
ing two straight from Chester and 
the title series opener from Nar- 
berth had a streak of seven 
straight before the borough won 
the second scries game. This latter 



series, having bowed previously to 
Penn Wynne in 1937. Narberth has 
never won the league title. It tied 
for the first half crown in 1933, 
but was beaten in a playoff by 
Haverford Aces. Narberth finished 
in first place during the regular 
season in 1941. but was eliminated 
in the preliminary playoffs by 
Conshohocken.
